Their proposal is to bill the Health 
department quarterly, but in ad- 
vance, based upon the number of 
patients they have. In other words 
eliminate the fee-for-service sched- 
ule which has rendered doctors 
the most wealthy public servants in 
the country. And, even though the 
proposal is one each physician 


chooses to opt in to, 
that many will, because they can 
see the good old fee-for-service days

Another feature [ like about this 
proposal is that it should help put 
an end to the bellyaching about 
patients abusing the system. You 
know the gripe: “Why does so-and- 
so bring her kid to the doctor every 
time the kid sneezes?” And so on. 


Doctor-hopping 


The idea is that patients have to 
stick to their own GP for a three 
month period. If they doctor-hop, 
then they have to pay for their own 
lab tests. If they play by the rules, 
there is no requirement that they 
limit their visits to the doc during 
the three month period.

University of Alberta's Golden Bears 
hockey team he's posted a .717 
winning percentage, guiding his 
Bears to four conference and two 
national championships. He just 
returned this month from a win- 
ter’s sabbatical in Japan. Hired by 
the imposing Mr. Tsutsumi, one 
of the world’s richest men accord- 
ing to Fortune magazine, in one 
short season Moores worked 
through an interpreter to lead the 
professional Kokudo Bunnies 
hockey team to the All Japan 
Championship. 

Small in stature, bespectacled 
and self-effacing, Bill Moores de- 
fies stereotypes with the image he 
presents and the words he uses to 
describe his coaching philosophy. 

He subscribes to the Japanese 
philosophy of Kaizen (since long 
before his recent trip there) which 
stresses progress in small, incre- 
mental steps rather than the 
traditional North American “giant 
leap forward.” He likens this to 













the Tony Robbins theory of CANI, 
Constant And Never-ending Im- 
provement. 

He calls his athletes to personal 
accountability, encouraging them 
to ask the question “What can we 
do better today than we did yes- 
terday?” When asked about 
winning, he instead talks about 
success, quoting the legendary 
John Wooden of UCLA basketball 
fame: “Success is peace of mind 
and the self-satisfaction of know- 
ing that you've done your best to 
become the best you are capable 
of becoming.” 


Emotional control 


He uses words like enthusiasm, 
initiative, and emotional control. 
On the subject of team play his 
lexicon includes terms like cooper- 
ation, friendship and loyalty. 

Moore believes that a coach needs 
to take the pressure to win off his 
players, so he rarely ever talks to 
them about winning. “There's pres- 
sure to win at the U of A, and there 
was tremendous pressure to win in 
Japan. I've never felt such intense 
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pressure. But I don’t think I men- 
tioned winning three or four times 
all year.” 

Not that he wasn't tempted. 
Working for one of the world’s rich- 
est men brings with it an imperative 
to produce results. And in Japan's 
traditional culture of power and 
heirarchy this is magnified. 

Moores was shocked at the ef- 
fect of Mr. Tsutsumi’s presence 
on his players. “The first time he 
came to one of our practices I was 
talking to the players in a group 
on the ice. When they saw him 
they skated away from me while I 
was in mid-sentence. It was like I 
didn't exist. They lined up in a 
row where he stood at the boards, 
took their gloves off and arranged 
them neatly on the ice at their 
feet, palms up, sticks all on the 
ice as well. Then they all bowed 
to him at the same time.” He adds 
with a laugh, “And I thought/ was 
important!” 

Moores points out that in this 
situation, as in most others, the 
end goal was obvious. “Every- 
one understands that you want 
to win. You start with that un- 
derstanding but to get there you 
focus on process.” 

Canadian sports psychologist 
Dr. Terry Orlick, in his book 
Psyching for Sport, confirms the 
wisdom of this approach. “Of 
course we would all like to win. 
But the way to get there is to 
focus on the doing.” 

My son John has yet to grasp 
this concept, but he’s by no means 
alone. Nor does he yet understand 
that winning doesn’t just mean 
finishing first, that it should be 
seen from the perspective of some- 
one like Bill Moores, using the 
John Wooden definition of suc- 
cess. My son’s got it backwards, 
thanks mainly to the messages his 
culture’s been sending him all his 
young life. 


Self control 


Tae-kwon-do is good for John. 
He's developed more confidence 
and become physically stronger. 
At his tae-kwon-do school, where 
he has a good, decent instructor, 
the “tenets” of the sport are post- 
ed on the wall. Listed among them 
are terms like integrity, perse- 
rverance, indomitable spirit and 
self-control, but nobody there has 
discussed them with him. It’s 
ironic that except for self-con- 
trol (“it means don't go crazy and 
stuff") John can’t explain the 
meaning of those words, but he 
instinctively knows the value his 
society places on the terms “win- 
ner” and “loser.” 

I can see that it’s time I started 
doing a better job as a parent. It's 
time for me to teach my son, and 
hopefully show him the meaning 
of those words on the wall at his 
tae-kwon-do school. It’s time to 
begin helping him understand the 
things Bill Moores says about vic- 
tory and how to achieve it. @

many doctors call back the patients 
unnecessarily. There is, after all, a 
financial incentive to do so under 
the fee-for-service system. (By the 
way, my own GP, and several others 
I know, agree with me on this issue.) 

Under the new system, it would 
be in the doc’s best interest to weed 
out the occasional hypochondriac or 
over-user of the system. And, itwould 
encourage docs to hand out appro- 
priate lengths of prescriptions. 

Anybody who is on long-term (per- 
haps life-long) medication will know 
whatI'm talking about. There is noth- 
ing more frustrating than having to 
see the doc every three months in 
order to get a prescription renewed 
— especially if the patient has been 
on the drug for a long time, with no 
side effects; more especially when 
the patient can expect to be on the 
drug for years to come. 

Half a million Ontarians have 
chosen to go to doctors on this 
system, and the number escalates 
daily. There is a good reason. They

Nomadic venture leads to dance potpourri

eanne Koziak Marko and her 
D iiband know what it’s like to 
have a roaming spirit. Ten years 
ago, the founders of Edmonton's 
Vinok Folkdance Ensemble trav- 
' elled around Europe, living out of 
- a van. For almost 20 months, the 
£ pair drove around the continent — 
” starting from the Netherlands and 
_ ending up in Turkey. 
Given this background, it doesn’t 
come as much of a surprise that 


Vinok’s newest musical extravagan-~ 


za focuses on people who tend to 
move about. Aptly-tiled Roaming 
Spirit, the production showcases 

- songs and dances of wanderers 
from 11 different cultures. 

“Basically, the idea of Roaming 
Spirit started off as a program about 
gypsies, because that idea always 
fascinated me. The fact is that gyp- 
sies are found in a lot of different 
countries, but they're all unique 
and they remain distinct from the 
people of the country that they’re 
in. They also take a little bit from 
them,” explains Leanne. 

“So we started off with the idea 
and then expanded it to nomads 
and shepards, soldiers and people 
who have a wandering tendency. 
Also people who are not tied by 
the borders of a country.” 


Wandering type 


Those wanderers include Cana- 
 da’s Métis, Hungarian shepards, 
’ and gypsies from Zimbabwe, India 
and Spain. Also featured are peo- 
ple who weren't necessarily the 
wandering type but were forced to 
move around anyway, such as the 
Cajuns of Louisiana. Back in the 
1800s, they were deported from 
Noya Scotia and resettled in the 
_ American South. 

; Despite the Cajuns’ long history, 
Leanne says the dance is relatively 
ew. 

“They finally had a revival and 
‘sense of pride in their culture in

the 1980s,” she explains, “so com- 
pared with some of the dances 
where you're actually going back 
maybe 100 years or longer, this one 
is just going back a decade.”

“They do what they call the jit- 
terbug, which is very similar to the 
jive,” says Leanne's husband, Doy- 
le Marko. “Because they're so close 
to Texas, there’s stuff that’s related 
to the two-step.

he 1995 version of the Interna- 

tional Children’s Festival has a 
new name and a new location: the 
Northern Alberta International Chil- 
dren's Festival in St. Albert. 

In previous years the festival was 
called the Edmonton International 
Children’s Festival, and took place 
in the Citadel. One of the reasons 
for the move was plain old money: 
the move to St. Albert would take 
heat off the Citadel, and would 
keep ticket prices to an accessible 
level for families and schools. 

There was also the fact that St. 
Albert has a built-in network of fes- 
tival-type organizations. They 
hosted the Alberta Winter Games 
last February, which meant that 
there was already a volunteer spirit 
in the air. St. Albert was experi- 
enced in holding big events and in 
staging events for children. 

The name change, on the other 
hand, was made to reflect more 
closely what the children’s festival 
does: the St. Albert locale notwith- 
standing, the festival isn’t just an 
Edmonton event. 


Rural schools 


“We bring in rural schools from 
across Northern Alberta,” says Fes- 
tival Manager Gail Barrington-Ross. 
“Our goal is to bring them a high 
caliber cultural event that they 
might not otherwise have access to.” 

Barrington-Ross got the job be- 
cause of her experience as Festival 
Manager at the Citadel. A good friend 
of Robin Phillips, she’s one of the 
few people who can say they're 
good friends with someone who's 
good friends of Patrick Stewart. 

The “Northern Alberta” part stems 
from the “understanding” between 
the Northern Alberta Children’s Fes- 
tival and the version held in Calgary. 
The Calgary version does promo- 
tions in towns south of Red Deer, 
and the NAICF does them north. 

In fact, the NAICF has interest 
from all across the province, as far 
away as Jasper to the west and

“St. Al- 
bert has an extensive visual aris 
community,” says Barrington-Ross 
“The St. Albert Visual Arts council 
has been just wonderful to us.”

The last ching that ever got truly better 
by the third sequel was the Evil Dead 
series which ended with Army of Dark- 
ness.

Bruce Willis resurrects his ghost of 
Christmases past and Die Harddirector 
John McTiernan rounds up a heavenly 
choir to sing him back, with the likes of 
Samuel L. Jackson, Jeremy Irons and 
Graham Greene. Loo-tenant John 
McClane (Willis) does not subscribe to 
the maxim “die young, leave a pretty 
corpse.” Shit. 

Irons, seemingly bolstered by his por- 
trayal of the nasty Scar in the Lion King, 
plays Simon Krieg — brother to the 
Gruber character McClane offed in his 
first outing. Krieg engages McClane ina 
game of “Simon Says,” ostensibly to 
revenge his brother’s death while plot- 
ting to swipe 13 billion bucks worth of 
bullion out of The Federal Reserve. 

After blowing up a department store 
(and a good chunk of the budget) to get 
the police department's attention, Simon 
first sends McClane into Harlem wear- 
ing only boxers and a sandwich board 
reading “I Hate Niggers.” Jackson, play- 
ing good samaritan Zeus Carver, averts 
McClane’s demise, pisses off Simon, and 
obliges himself to run with McClane for 
the remainder of the show, thereby eradi- 
cating bigotry and ensuring box office 
success. Or Simon'll blow up a subway, 
a school, or a ship or something... Maybe 
all three 

Anyone offering odds? 

Everyone cracks wiser and faster in 
this universe than in our own, all to 
great effect: Willis understates his; 
Jackson overstates his; Greene deadpans 
his; and, Irons pastes on a German ac- 
cent, a Swedish accent, a Texan accent... 
Am | wrong, or does Jeremy Irons sound 
a little like the offspring of Barbara 
Walters and Elmer Fudd? Everyone does 
their job. 

Jonathan Hensleigh’s script is full of 
holes though. Like, how come Simon 
had all these other elaborate plots in 
place to foul up McClane when McClane 
was supposed to be dead in the first 10 
minutes? 

This is gonna rake in about a gizzilion 
drachmas at the gates and there isn't a 
goddamned thing | can do about it.

Like every other movie about coming to 
terms with homosexuality, this one had 
the typical plot.

youngest annual summer festi- 
val, has seen a whole lot of 
revamping since last year. This 
may sound like an exaggeration, 
but it seems that the only constant 
has been its name. 

Seriously, though, the 1995 
Dreamspeakers Festival has a new 
late-spring/early-summer time slot 
(May 31-Jun. 4), a new location, a 
new format and a new executive 
director: Sharon Shirt, formerly 
the festival's curator. 

The biggest change, the shift in 
dates, was decided by festival or- 
ganizers shortly after last year’s 
celebration. 

“Being at the end of the festival 
circuit, we really felt a lack of me- 
dia exposure,” says Shirt. “It may 
also have been due to a problem 
with our marketing, but we thought 
we'd try an earlier start date and 
see what happens.” ' 

The festival also moved its loca- 
tion from downtown to the 
university and Old Strathcona are- 
as to find a supportive business 
community. Dreamspeakers appar- 
ently received no encouragement 
or visiblé support when it was based 
in the downtown core the last three 
years. 

Shirt hopes that hosting the 
event in an arts community will 
result in a relatively “easy” ambi-

ence. Besides, adds Shirt, “the 
south side has a lot of festival 
activity anyway.” 

Dreamspeakers is also changing 
its format to separate the film com- 
ponent from the performing and 
visual arts and crafts segment of the 
festival. In previous years, many of 
the film delegates would “escape” 
fo take in the performers, which 
made it harder for organizers to 
further develop and promote the 
aboriginal filmmaking industry. 
This year, the film symposium and 
screenings will take place Wednes- 
day through Friday, with the 
performers being showcased on the 
weekend. 


Computers in art 


This year’s symposium highlight 
will be Buffy Sainte-Marie’s Friday 
morning workshop, High Tech in 
Video, at Lister Hall on the Univer- 
sity of Alberta campus, where she 
will demonstrate her skill and ide- 
as associated with using computers 
to produce arts. 

“It’s her focus right now,” says 
Shirt. “She has a computerized set- 
up at her home in Hawaii, which 
enables her to both create and 
transmit (via modem) her work.” 

Sainte-Marie will also emcee the 
banquet and awards ceremony Fri- 
day evening at the Edmonton 
Conyention Centre. 

For anyone interested in more 
film and video workshops, Thurs- 
day's session might also prove 
interesting. It will focus on the art 
of writing for a TV series and will 
be moderated by First Nations writ- 


ers for such programs as North of 
60, Street Legal and The Beach- 
combers. 

As for the film screenings, the top 
14 of 90 submissions will be pre- 
sented over three evenings at the 
Princess Theatre. The variety of 
these productions will include mu- 
sic videos, CBC co-productions, 
documentaries on athletic compe- 
titions, and dramas concerning 
cultural identity and legalities. 

A diverse collection of Canadi- 
an and international indigenous 
performers from New Zealand, 
South America and the U.S. will 
also be entertaining at the Butter- 
dome on Jun. 3 and 4 from noon 
to midnight. Admission will be $3 
per day. 

The decision to keep gate prices 
down (film screenings are $5 per 
evening) was based on the festival 
society’s mandate to be as accessi- 
ble to as many interested people as 
possible. To help supplement rev- 
enue coffers, the festival will also 
be undertaking many fund-raising 
projects. It also plans to attract 
future corporate sponsors, partic- 
ularly by way of a VIP reception to 
be held just before the banquet on 
Friday, Jun. 2. 

With each passing year, Dream- 
speakers hopes to reach another 
objective: to build a stronger rela- 
tionship with the mainstream 
audience. 

Says Shirt, “The general public, 
as a whole, is starting to see a dif- 
ferent side of native people. We 
have a culture that is interesting, 
and we are a creative, humorous 
and likeable people.” e

Starting on Saturday, the EPL is 
kicking off a summer-long campaign 
to get more people to become library 
members — particularly teens. 

“One of the things we often find is 
that in the late teens we lose a lot of 
people,” explains Sherri Ritchie, one 
of the benefit’s organizers 

Although she doesn’t know the ex- 
act numbers of “lost” library 
members, it’s enough for the Centen- 
nial Library to hold an all-day, 
outdoor musical benefit featuring a 
line-up of 13 of Edmonton’s hottest 
artists.

| t’s been a long, exhausting haul 
for The Age of Electric — but after 
six years of relentless touring and 
recording, the Vancouver band is 
finally getting some much-deserved 
and long-awaited recognition.

B ased on experience alone, the 
members of local alternative 
band Capt. Nemo seem to have eve- 
rything it takes to hit it big. Not 
only do two of the members play 
with the Edmonton Symphony Or- 
chestra (drummer Greg Ferguson 
and percussionist Raj Nigam), but 
guitarist Anthony Pavlic actually 
works for Stony Plain Records. It’s 
a unique combination of classical 
musical training and industry know- 
how. It may also be the ideal 
formula for propelling their musi- 
cal career into a more public 
domain. 

With the release of their CD, 
Hooked on Mnemonics, the five- 
man Edmonton band (singer Angus 
Wyatt and bassist Rod West com- 
prised the rest of the line-up) is 
poised to share their music with a 
much wider audience. 

It's hoped that the new radio- 
friendly CD format, a follow-up to 
their 1993 debut cassette, Galva- 
nism, will make it easier to generate 
radio play. 


Off the floor 


Pavlic explains that the band 
tried to capture a distinct live feel 
on the new album. It was recorded 
essentially live off the floor during 
three intensive days of recording, 
then three more days of mixing here 


in Edmonton. 

“Yeah, it was a pretty whirlwind 
trip through the recording studio,” 
laughs Pavlic. “I wish we'd had six 
months instead of six days, but 
when you're in the studio the budg- 
et can be pretty prohibitive.” 

Having the CD will also make it 
more practical for the band to tour 
outside of Edmonton. 

“Now that we actually have a CD 
where we can leave a taste behind 
of what we're doing, that just makes 
the touring that much more practi- 
cal. If we have something that we 
can sell offstage, then that will give 
us a tank of gas and five meals. 
Before we really didn’t see touring 
as a viable thing for us because of 
expenses.” 

While their day jobs may have 
given them a certain edge when it 
comes to experience, having to 
work full-time does restrict their 
ability to tour somewhat. Add to
